WHEREAS, Mr. Travlos will forever Dbe remembered as a
pioneer who cared for his community; he was a risk taker who
believed that positive changes would be done if he showed
others it could happen; with the help of his family, he worked
with Edgewater's political leadership, community groups, and
neighbors to improve the quality of life available to residents
and businesses; with his family, he contributed to the
establishment of the Bryn Mawr Historic District and worked for
neighborhood security with the Kenmore-Winthrop Patrol; his
accomplishments earned him Edgewater's first annual Quality of

Life Award; and
